The Commissioner may consent, if you are engaged in mining or manu-

A. Communist Party 
oe, - San Francisco T-1, of known reliability, on: july 2 » 1952 ‘advised. 
that subject contimes to be active.in the "Russian Branch Club! aka "The . ji 
Eleven Club" of the',Communist shina hawaing attended meetings on Jute 19° h 
- and. — 155 19526 : ;

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The iucavicnal. cn "Inperialism--The Eve of the Socialist Revolution 
from Leontiev's fclitica] Zconeny" was led by the subject on June 19, 1952. 
At tis ireeting the subjecs also commented that no volitical werk was being 
done at the Russie: Amerine:. Soslety as of late, and au the duty 15. meeting 
Stated that ne hes been revvcessed to send a Seno dawes message to the 
Soviet Union on the comple sion of the Volga-Don Canal. de suggested that 
a congratulatory telegram be sent in the name of the Russian American Society, 
which will be referred to hereafter as the RAS. 


The Communist Party, USA, has been cited by the pennies General 
as coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 


B. Russian American Society’ (RAS) 


SF T-1 on March 10, 1952 advised that as of that date and for several 
years previously, the RAS. was controlled by members of the Communist Party and 
persons sympathetic to the Communist Party or the Soviet Union, and that its 
activity consists primarily of dissemination of propaganda on behalf of the 
USSR. Since its inception in 192, ARNAUTOFF has continuously been President 
of the RAS, which has office space, a meeting hall, and a library at 321 
Divisadero St., San Francisco, California. 


SF T-1 advised that the subject attended meetings of the RAS 
Executive Board on June 16 and July 17, 1952 and regular meetings on June 
20 and July 11, 1952 at 321 Divisadero St., San Francisco. At the June 16 
meeting, a letter was read announcing the start of the annual "People's 
World" Fund Drive,and after some discussion it was decided that the RAS 
would hold a picnic sometime in July, the proceeds to be given to the / 
"People's World" newspaper. 


SF T-1 reported that the subject at the June 20 meeting was elected 
as one of two individuals to represent the RAS at an all-day conference for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born which was to be held on June 22, 1952. 
in order to combat the anti-Soviet work among San Francisco Russians and as 
a means of fighting reaction, it was decided that the RAS revive, print, and 
distribute among San Francisco Russians their leaflet, "For Peace." 


According to SF T-1, MRS. MARY SHOPOVALOV,.a member .of the RAS, 
agreed to take charge and requested the members to furnish material to her 
for the first leaflet to be. ‘issued August 1, -1952.. ag eee 


The California State conpinews on, Ceedinerlen hetiities, 1918 
report, identifies the "Daily People's World" as a Communist-controlled 
newspaper. >.

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SF T-l1 advised that MARY SHOPOVALOV at the July 11 meeting reported 
on the progress regarding material obtained for their first leaflet which she 
said would be ready about August 1, 1952. It was decided that subject would 
collect all the material for the leaflet from members, and when en route to 
Stanford University at Palo Alto, California, where he is employed, would de- 
liver same to MARY SHOPOVALOYV. 


According to S= %-2, the July 17, 1952 meeting was d2voted to a re- 
‘port on the preperations cr the "People's World" picni: to be held July 27, 
1952 in Petalima, California, and regarding the first issue of the leaflet, 
"For Peace.“ The subject reported at the July 17 meeting that the first issue 
of the leaflet, "For Peace," had been completed, its contents deing approved 
for mimeographing. It was also decided to mineograph several copies of the 
congratulatory message to be sent to the Soviet Union upon completion of the 
Volga-Dan Canal. 

San Francisco T-5, of known reliability, on August , 1952 advised 
that subject attended the RAS picnic which was held four miles north of Peta- 
luma, California, on Hatchery Road. 


C. San Francisco Council of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions. 


( May 10, 1951, San Francisco T-2, of known reliability, who is 
a member of the Communist Party in San Francisco and a member of the San. 
Francisco Council of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions, which will be 
referred to hereafter as the ASP, has advised that the Council is completely 
controlled and dominated by members of the Communist Party. 


San Francisco T-3, of known reliability, on July 17, 1952 advised 
that subject attended a meeting of the San Francisco Council of the ASP on 
June 16, 1952 at 771 Waller Street, San Francisco, at which time "Art" was 
discussed. SF T-3 also advised that subject attended ASP meetings on June 
23 and June 2l;, 1952, the June 23 meeting involving a discussion regarding 
the distribution of the organization! s work whereas the June 2l; meeting in- 
volved a discussion regarding Negroes in the field of art. 


San Francisco T- 4, of known reliability, on June 25, 1952 advised 

that a conference on equal rights for Negroes sponsored by the Northern Cali- 

' fornia National Council of the ASP grouns from the East Bay, Marin, and San | 
Francisco Counties was held on June 21, 1952 at Druid Hill, 44 Page St., San 
Francisco. This conference was attended by approximately 90 persons including 
the subject. SF T-3 stated that the conference dealt with full equality in 
all fields of endeavor for Negroes, and that the ASP will attempt to set up 
guidance centers in which to. educate pareene as well as children on this equal 
rights for Negroes question. 


II. MISCELLANEOUS 


San Francisco T-1ll, of known reliability, advised that he observed 
subject for varying periods of time on July 1;.10, 24, 25, 28, August 5, 7,9, 
10, 12 and 13, 1952.

It was also noted that aisiebe on August 7, 1952 visited 321 Divi- 
sadero Street, San Francisco, wierein the California Labor Schcol and the RAS 
Offices are located; 101 Post &+., San Francisco, wherein the Offices of the 
American Russian Institute fo: Cultural Relations with the Soviet Union are . 
located; and the Leternatiorn:i 3Yook Store, Inc., 1408 Market Street, San Fran- 
cisco. : 


On August 7, 1952, San Francisco T-6, of know reliability, advised 
that as of 12:30 pm on that date a person whose physical description closely 
resembled that of Dr. HOLLAND D,YEOBENES,, the President of the American Russian 
Institute, hereafter referred t6 ‘as the ARI, was in the Office of the ARI at 
that time. SF T-6 later advised that he had. seen HOLLAND D. ROBERTS lunching 
at a nearby restaurant but could furnish no additional information. . 


The ARI and the California Labor School have both been cited by the 
Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive Order (9835. 


The California Committee on UneAmerican Activities report of sie 
page 100, cites the International Book Store, San Francisco, as the "Communist 
_ Party book center in the Bay area for the distribution of its caaciabiaiaal 


On August 10, 1952, SF T-11, advised that a jeep station wagon bear=

SF T-1 advised that a 
nee of the above mentioned club was held at 221 Noe St. on August 12, 
19525 ° 


. SF T-6 on August 14, 1952 advised that at 2:5 pm on that date a 

person answering the description of the subject entered the offices of the 

ARI, Yo Post Sts, San Francisco, and left at 3:15 pm. SF T-6 stated that 

ROS. TSAAK , _Secretary of the ARI, was present in the ARI Office during that 
period of time, and that the individual resembling the subject entered the 

building empty-handed but left the building carrying a number of magazines 

which he was unable to identify. 


MRS. RAYMOND DUSTE, 100) Washington Street, Colma, California, ad- 
vised that subject's son MICHAEL resided at 1007 Washington Street with his 
wife and that when they moved, the subject and his wife occupied. the premises 
sometime in 198.

MRS. MISCHAK advised that the subject was an art instructor at 
Stanford University, that he spends considerable time at home. during the - 
week, and that neither the subject nor his wife associate with any of the 
neighbors. She stated that MICHAEL, the son of the subject, while resid- 
ing at 1007 Washington Street, was interested in short wave radio; however, 
she could not recall ever having seen an outdoor antenna in connection with 
this short wave radio. . 


MRS. MISCHAK stated that ee subject's son, is in the 
U.S. Army and ,believed stationed in North Carolina at the present time, and 
that VASILLIMARNAUTOFF, another son, is attending college and had been in- 
ducted into ‘the U.S. , Army from the U.S. Army Reserve. She believed that 
VASILLI has been released from the army as a hardship case as his wife is 
expecting the birth of twins. She also understood that he was studying 
journalism and English at the University of California at Berkeley, and 
that he probably graduated in June ‘1952. MRS. MISCHAK was unable to fur- 
nish any further information.

In addition to the above, the subject attended meetings of 
the RAS on July 25, 1952, and on August 8, 1952,on which date a regular and 
Executive Board meeting was helde On August 8, 1952 the RAS discussed the 
celebration of the anniversary of the October Revolution and a financial report. 
Subject also attended RAS meetings on September 5, 1952 and September 12, 1952.

The subject, on September 5, 1952, announced that a 
banquet was to be held on November 8, 1952 in honor of the anniversary 
of the Soviet Revolution and at the September 12, 1952 meeting it was 
agreed to devote one entire meeting each month to political discussions. 
The current Five Year Plan in the Soviet Union was to be discussed by the 
subject at the October 3, 1952 meeting. 


San Francisco T=3, of known reliability, advised that the 
subject attended the August 22, 1952 RAS meeting at 321 Divisadero Street 
and acted as Chairman, wherein he read a letter which had been sent in the 
name of the RAS to U.S. authorities complaining that the "Smith Act" was 
Fascist and stated that the RAS had adopted a motion condemning this Act. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


San Francisco T-h, of known reliability, on August 7, 1952 
advised that the subject and HOLLAND ROBERTS, President of the California 
Labor School and the American Russian Institute, had an appointment to 
meet at 11:30 a.m. on August 7, 1952, due to the fact that ROBERTS was 
leaving San Francisco on a trip and that ROBERTS considered a meeting 
important to both individuals. SF T-h was unable to furnish any additional 
information regarding this matter; however, on August 26, 1952, advised . 
that HOLLAND ROBERTS was visiting in the Eastern part of the United States 
and would return to San Fraricisco about September 1, 1952. The California 
Labor School and the American Russian Institute have both been cited by 
the U.S. Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive Order 
98356 


San Francisco T-5, of known reliability, advised that the 
subjectwas contacted by an unknown individual or organization during the 
period May 29, 1952 and July 25, nee from 727 West 7th Street, Los Angeles, 
California. 


The Los Angeles Office, by letter dated September 25, 1952, 
advised that 727 West 7th Street is the Roosevelt Building which consists 
of twelve stories and is an office building containing more than seven-hundred 
tenants.

resided in Harbin, China from 193) to 1936 and in Czechoslovakia from 1922 to 
193). He stated that he was born in Russia and that he marriedhis present 
wife, NINA, in 1930 in Prague, Czechoslovakia, and that he is a mechanical 
engineer, faving graduated in Brno, Czechoslovakia, and is presently employed 
as a janitor at American Association of Underwriters, 206 Sansome Street, 
San Francisco, California. 


POKHLEBIN advised that he was not acquainted with VICTOR 
ARNAUTOFF or his wife and had never met this individual on any occasion, and 
could not recall having heard the name.

his visit, probably mentioned it to her. Mrs. POKHLEBIN advised that she has 
had no further contact with the ARNAUTOFFs other than the above mentioned . 
telephone call and the letter directed to them. Both Mr. and Mrs. POKHLEBIN . 
advised that the name NOVIKOV is very common among Russians and stated that 
they are not acquainted with any individuals of the same name associated with 
the USSR Embassy in Washington, D.C. or in any other official Russian capacity. 
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@ San Francisco T-6, of known aR, advised that VICTOR 
AR AUTOEF , 1007 Washington Street, Colma, California, earned a total 

of sh, 139.99 for the year 199, $3,850.08 of which was received from Stanford 

University. The balance is outside income. SF T-6 also advised that the 

subject earned $3,850.08 from Stanford University during the year 1950; 

however, lost $119.8 from outside art business.

As a result of transmissions sent by MICHAEL from 
the ship, "ham operators" receiving those messages acknowledged them through 
the usual medium of "QSL" cards which they sent to 1007 Washington Street, 
Colma, California, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. VICTOR M. ARNAUTOFF and 
MICHAEL's wife. 


SF T-7 also advised that MICHAEL ARNAUTOFF had stored an' 
incomplete and inoperative radio transmitter in his home at 1007 Washington 
Street, Colma, California, several years ago for a short period of time, 
which set was owned by.a neighbor. SF T-7 stated that he had seen this 
set at 1007 Washington Street, Colma, California, but that the set has 
been returned to the owner and had not been operated at any time while stored 
at 1007 Washington Street, Colma, California. 


SF T-7 advised that he was aware of the fact that the subject 
and his wife were both born in Russia and that they came to the United States 
from Harbin, Chinas He recdled that the subject had studied art under 
DIEGOAREVERA in Mexico and that the subject had been on relief for a period 
of time during the depression in the 1930's.

The "Palo Ge Times", Palo Alto Cali f ‘Gaptenker 26, 
1952 carries an article reflecting that EDWIN ye RNEY and 
“ TSOB GILTO Pee 2h65 Alpine Road may both lose their’ passports and 


face - aie Vo , because they reportedly attended a Peace Conference in 
Communist China.‘ Announcement of their arrival in Peiping for the opening 
of the Asian and Pacific Peace Conference was made over the Peiping radio. 
According to the State Department the Americans received their. passports to 
travel in Europe and Africa, none having listed plans to visit China. 

The State Department added that no passports for that country were issued. 
The article reflects that ALBERT CERNEY, the father of EDWIN CERNEY, stated 
that his son and daughter-in-law are traveling "in the East somewhere", but 
that he did not know when they would return. The article reflects that both 
CERNEY and his wife were faculty members of the California Labor School in 
San Francisco until about four years ago, and that Mrs. .CERNEY conducted a _ 
writers seminar and that her husband taught there briefly as an art instructor. 


The California Labor School has been previously identified 
in this report. 


The following investigation was conducted at Palo Alto and 
Stanford, California by SA WAYNE K. WELCH: 


Mr. RAY NELSON FAULKNER, Associate Dean of Humanities and 
Sciences, and Professor of Art, Stanford University, 765 Frenchmans Road, 
was interviewed on August 27, 1952. 


Mr. FAULKNER advised that he has been the head of the Art 
Department, Stanford University, for the past six years and that he has been 
a professional and social acquaintance of the subject during that period. 

He stated that their social contacts have been limited to six or eight social 
affairs at which the majority of the academic personnel of the Art Depart- 
ment were present. He stated that ARNAUTOFF is a professionally competent 


_, person whose specialty is in the fidld of still life and landscape painting. 
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He observed that inasmuch as ARNAUTOFF lives near San Francisco he has handled 
his work at Stanford and subsequently returned to San Francisco, and in that 
manner his association with the other members of the Art Department has been 
of a more limited nature than had he resided near the University. Mr. 
FAULKNER said that he would be unable to identify any close associates of 
ARNAUTOFF on the campus, although he expressed the belief that DANIEL MARCUS 
MENDELOWITZ, Professor of Art and Education, and EDWARD MC NEIL FARMER, Pro- 
fessor of Art, had known ARNAUTOFF for many years. FAULKNER vaguely recalled 
that FARMER and MENDELOWITZ had originally assisted ARNAUTOFF, or in some ° 
manner recommended him, and thereby enabled the subject to originally obtain 
his appointment at Stanford. 


Mr. FAULKNER advised that he had no knowledge of organizational 
affiliations of the subject and that he knew nothing indicating Communist or 
Soviet sympathies by ARNAUTOFF. He explained that he had never discussed 
politics with ARNAUTOFF and that Communism had never been a subject of dis- 
cussion at any social affair which they mutually had attended. 


Mr. MATTHEW S. KAHN, Instructor in Art, Sanford University, who 
resides at 2985 Alpine Road, Menlo Park, California, was interviewed on 
August 27, 1952. Mr. KAHN advised that he has been professionally acquainted 
with the subject during his three years of employment as an instructor at 
Stanford University. He advised that ARNAUTOFF and his wife visited at his 
home on one occasion and that he visited the ARNAUTOFFs on one occasion. He 
advised that in view of the difference in their ages that ARNAUTOFF and he 
have little in common socially. He also advised that their academic asso- 
ciation is of a limited nature inasmuch as ARNAUTOFF handles graphic art 
and drawing, wherein KAHN handles design courses. KAHN advised that ARNAUTOFF 
speaks with some accent and that he does not appear to do much around the 
Department other than handle orthodox teaching courses. To his knowledge, 
ARNAUTOFF has done no counseling of students and has rarely handled graduate 
students. He observed that ARNAUTOFF is not well known as an artist and that 
he will probably never be well known inasmuch as his work is of an academic 
nature, consisting of scenic and mural art which is not currently popular. 

He also advised that ARNAUTOFF has done some portrait work and apparently 
supplements his income in that manner. Mr. KAHN stated that he has never 
discussed affairs of a political nature with the subject and has observed 
nothing which would indicate that ARNAUTOFF is in any manner sympathetic to 
the Communist Party or the Soviet Union. He knew of no organizational affili- 
ations of ARNAUTOFF. . 


Mr. KAHN advised that Dr. MENDELOWITZ and Dr. FARMER have 
bean well acquainted with ARNAUTOFF for a number of years during their mutual 
employment at Stanford University and stated that ARNAUTOFF and MENDELOWITZ 
share an office on the campus. Mr. KAHN was unable to furnish any additional 
information. :

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Mrs. LUCILLE USPENSKY, 2111 Hanover Street, Palo Alto, 
was interviewed on September , 1952. LUCILLE USPENSKY advised that she 
first met the subject in late 1951 when she posed for the Art Department 
atStanford University during a two week period. In the Winter Quarter 
of 1952 she was issued a courtesy card entitling her to attend classes, and 
advised that she thereafter on occasions audited some courses in the Art 
Department. She observed that her contact with the subject had been of a 
very casual nature and that she could provide no information regarding the 
activity of the subject or any organizational affiliations of ARNAUTOFF. 
She advised that inasmuch as the subject does not reside on or near the cam- 
pus he does not appear to have any friends among the students or faculty 
memberse She noted that the Art Professors assume charge of the Art Department 
during the Summer Quarter on a rotation basis and that the subject was in 
charge of the department during the summer of 1952. Mrs. USPENSKY stated that 
San Francisco T-9 had informed her that the subject is either a Communist or 
a Communist sympathizer but that she had no personal knowhedge of this fact. 


San Francisco T-9, who has been contacted in the past and is 
believed to be reliable, was interviewed on September 17, 1952 in company with 
SF T-9's wife. SF T-9 advised that he originally became acquainted with the 
subject in San Francisco in approximately 192, shortly after ARNAUTOFF 
arrived in this country. He reported that ARNAUTOFF's wife and children 
subsequently came to this country and that ARNAUTOFF was originally a student 
at the Academy ,of Fine Arts in San Francisco. He advised that the subject 
was defintely,a Communist and in sympathy with the Soviet Regime at the time 
that he first Anet the subject. SF T-9 stated that the subject traveled to 
Mexico where he studied under DIEGO RIVERA, the famous Mexican muralist, and 
after ARNAUTOFF's return to the United States ARNAUTOFF was a "changed man" 
who thereafter was outspokenly in favor of Communism and the Soviet Govern- 
ment. SF T-9 and his wife both stated that in view of the subject's sympathies 
towards Russia they thereafter terminated their contacts with him and their 
knowledge of his activity has therefore been limited to general-common knowledgee 
They therefore stated that they would be unable to provide any ciearacuca 
concerning his current associates, activity, or loyalty. 


Mr. FETER C. ALLEN, Director of Information, Stanford University, 
was interviewed regarding the subject. Mr. ALLEN advised that he was not 
acquainted with the subject and could provide no pertinent information regard- 
ing him. 


Professor EDWARD MC NEIL FARMER, 512 Gerona Street, Stanford, 
California, a Professor of Art at Stanford University, was interviewed on 
October 8, 1952. Mr. FARMER advised that he and his wife have been acquainted 
with VICTOR and LYDIA ARNAUTOFF for approximately fifteen years and their 
association has been fairly close during the past ten years. He stated that 
upon the basis of ARNAUTOFF's ability as an artist he had originally SE 


- ARNAUTOFF's employment at Stanford University. 
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Mr. FARMER advised that nothing had come to his attention 
during the years he has had association with the ARNAUTOFFs which would 
indicate. that ARNAUTOFF was participating in any disloyal activities. He 
advised that -ARNAUTOFF has an ideolistic attachment to the Soviet Union 
as that is the place of his birth and that he has appeared to be in sympathy 
with the aims of the Soviet Government although he is apparently not in 
complete sympathy with the methods of that Government. Mr. FARMER was unable 
to recall any comment on the part of the subject indicating lack of sympathy 
with the Soviet methods; however, he advised that the ARNAUTOFFs are "Liberals" 
and that they are bitterly opposed to the recent Loyalty Oath concerning 
academic personnel at the University of California, He stated that they 
advocate racial equality, the rights of labor unions, and peaceful co-exis- 
tence with the Soviet Unione He could not recall that the ARNAUTOFFs had ever 
made any comment which would indicate their attitude concerning the conviction 
of the eleven Communist leaders in the United States or their attitude re- 
garding the Korean War. 


Mr. and Mrs. FARMER each advised that the ARNAUTOFFs appeared 
to believe strongly in true Democracy and that they felt the ARNAUTOFFs to be 
“very honest, simple, and real people" who in no manner would constitute a 
threat to the country's security. Mr. FARMER expressed the belief that 
ARNAUTOFF's father had at one time been connected with the Church in Russia 
and that in order to avoid creating trouble for his father, ARNAUTOFF had 
intentionally avoided making any anti-Communist or anti-Soviet comments. 

Mr. FARMER stated that he did not believe that ARNAUTOFF completely approves 
of the Soviet Government and stated that ARNAUTOFF has never indicated that 
he would be in favor of a Communist Government in the United States. He 
advised that ARNAUTOFF strongly believes in class equality and that by nature 
he is an individual who would actively participate in organizations which 
apparently attempt to increase class equality, such as the California Labor 
School. In this regard FARMER expressed the belief that ARNAUTOFF and his 
wife were affiliated in some manner with the California Labor School and ~ 
the American Russian Institute during World War II,and that he is not aware 
of any current organizational affiliations of the ARNAUTOFFs. He expressed 
the belief that ARNAUTOFF's extremely liberal attitude might easily result 
in accusations of Communist or Soviet sympathies on his part being made by 
very conservative or reactionary individuals, but that he personally felt 
that such aceusations would be unfounded. 


Mr. FARMER stated that ARNAUTOFF's only comment which he could 
recall indicating that he was in sympathy with the Soviet Union was a remark ~ 
by ARNAUTOFF approximately ten years ago, when ARNAUTOFF indicated that the 
Soviet Union then had a two party system wherein persons opposed to the 
Communist Regime could vote against the Government. 
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Mr. FARMER advised that RUSSELL VAN ARSD. » 440 Gerona 
Street, Stanford, a clinical Professor of Medicine at Stahfdré University, 
is a close friend of the ARNAUTOFFs. He also advised that DANIEL MARCUS. 
NDEL! 4, Professor of Art and Education, Stanford University and himself, 
re ARNAUTOFF's only close friends,to his knowledge, among the academic 
 Fehesanel of the University. He advised that he was not acquainted with the 
subject's friends or associates off the campus. 


Mr. and Mrs. FARMER advised that although they were aware that 
the ARNAUTOFFs were in contact with the Soviet Consulate at San Francisco 
during World War II, .they could furnish no information concerning the extent 
or nature of that association. They advised that nothing has come to their 
attention which would indicate that the ARNAUTOFFs had been in contact with 
any Soviet Diplomatic personnel subsequent to the closing of the San Francisco 
Consulates 


Mr. and Mrse FARMER indicated that they felt confident that in 
the event the ARNAUTOFFs are or had been in sympathy with the Communist Party 
or the Soviet Union to the extent that they would be considered disloyal, 
the fact would have come to their attention during their many years of 
acquaintance with the ARNAUTOFFs. 


Mr. FARMER advised that the subject is currently on a vacation 


and that he will return to the University in the Winter Quarter of 1952-1953. 


He also stated that ARNAUTOFF generally paints during his vacation and that 
he occasionally leaves San Francisco during that period, although Mr. FARMER 
was unable to provide the subject's exact whereabouts. Mr. and Mrs. FARMER 
were unable to furnish any additional information.

He advised that he sailed on 
a ship named Phe Bolivia, which was under Costa Rican registry,

MICHAEL advised that his mother and father were both born © 
in Russia, and that his father was in the Czar's army, and bélieved that he 
was a major under the revolution when they surrendered to the Revolutionists. 
Following the revolution, his father was pressed into service by the Revolu- 
tionists, but at one point of the revolt, when it appeared as though the 
Czar was going to recoupe his losses, his father returned to the Czarist 
armye He stated that his father left Moscow and went to Harbin, China, 
where he, MICHAEL, was born.

MICHAEL advised that his family came to California from 
Harbin, China, and to the best of his recollection, he and his mother made 
a return trip to China, but that he could not recall if his father accompanied 
them on this trip. Subsequently, his father went to Mexico, where he studied 
art under DIBGO RIVERA, after which his father returned to California. 

MICHAEL stated that his father was extremely hard hit during the depression, 
and that they were on relief. He added that it was his belief that due to 

the depression and the\fact that they were on relief, plus his father's 
association with nome this finally caused his father to lean strongly 
to Communism. MICHAEL recalled that for the majority of his life he was under 
the influence of Communism through his father, but that as he grew older he 
realized that it was not an ideology that he believed in or wanted to follow. 
He, therefore, made it clear to both of his parents and advised them that 

he did not wish them to discuss it in his presence. Asiavresult of his 


position, he never again was a confident of either his mother or his father. 


MICHAEL characterized his father as "master" of the house and pointed out 
that there was no question in his mind that his father is the dominating 
influence of the family, and that his mother, who loves his father " a 


great deal," would follow him mentally and physically, and that her actions 


and speech are those of his father. He stated that he feels that his father 
is lonely and would like nothing better than to return to Russia, but that 
it appears that he has nothing to offer other than his ability as an artist 
and stated that the Russian Government would probably not take him back. 


As a matter of fact, MICHAEL stated that he does not know too 
much about his parents' activities, as they are aware of his objections to 
Communism. He advised that he had heard that his parents were members of 
the Communist Party but stated that he did not know if this was a fact. He 
recalled attending two parties at the Russian Consulate in San Francisco 
some years ago but stated that he was unaware that his family were very 
close to members of the consulate or to Russian officials. 
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MICHAEL advised that his wife LILLIAN is very close to 
his mother, and that she will confide in his wife but will not confide in 
him. He stated that at one time his brother BASIL leaned toward Communism, 
probably due to their father's influence. Following his graduation from 
university, BASIL had two opportunities for a position as a teacher. However, 
he believed that the position offered in Redwood City, California, appeared to 
be better than one offered in Berkeley and, therefore, applied for the 
Redwood City, California, position. Apparently due“to BASIL's political 
ideologies, he was not hired. MICHAEL stated that for a while thereafter 
BASIL was extremely bitter and tended more and more to. accept Communism. 
However, he has obtained a teaching position in Eureka, California, and 
that the past year and a half has made a great change in him. MICHAEL 
stated that BASIL visited him in Manhattan Beach about one year ago, advising 
‘him that he found that he was wrong in his beliefs, and that he has "seen 
the light." MICHAEL is confident in his own mind that BASIL has straightened 
out and is completely loyal to the United States. 


MICHAEL further advised that his younger brother JAKE (JACOB) 
is in the U. S. Army and is a member of the Communications Corps as a paratrooper, 
JACOB was recently demoted from corporal to private first class, and his 
letters to MICHAEL have been very disturbing, as he seems to be reacting 
against: the:-demotion by inintimating that "maybe there is something to 
Communism" that he has not seen before. MICHAEL stated that he is very 
concerned over this matter and could only hope that JAKE would be sent to 
Korea before being convinced that he was going to follow the Communist 
doctrines. 


In view of MICHAEL's attitude, the following proposals and 
questions were discussed:

MICHAEL stated that his father isan extremely stubborn 
man filled with a false pride, and due to these factors and the fact that 
he believes that he is right, he would definitely turn down such an offer. 
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MICHAEL intimated that his mother might be the weakest 
en and if she could be convinced that by her defection it would be the 
best for VICTOR, she might possibly do so. He pointed out, however, that 
the feeling his mother had for his father was extremely strong, and that 
the possibility of her defecting was remote. Due to the fact that she 
is growing older, she might pessibly be changing her opinions. MICHAEL 
stated that his wife ial Pail and that several months ago he 
and his wife joined a church, the denomination not being mentioned. On a 
visit to San Francisco several months ago LILLIAN told LYD AUTOFF that 
she and her son had joined a church, to which LYDIA stated, /"That may be 2, 
the best thing." MICHAEL stated that his mother did not amplify this state- 
ment, and that he could not interpret the meaning; howevér, he pointed out 
that this was definitely a departure from any previous attitude expressed 
by either his father or mother where religion was concerned.

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He was also reportedly offered a job by Consul General ANDRAIMASSILIEV, 
which was not accepted, as VAGANOV was an American citizen, ‘Informant stated 
that to his knowledge VAGANOV has never been a member of the Communist Party 
but pointed out that he has not seen him since approximately 195, when 
VAGANOV left San Francisco for Southern California, but recently heard that 
VAGANOV has returned and isa resident of San Francisco. Informant recalled 
that VAGANOV, during the last war, told him that he (VAGANOV) was going to 
drop out of the RAS due to the Communist influence in the organization. 
Informant described VAGANOV as being one who talks a great deal and complains 
considerably, but to his knowledge is loyal to the United States. 


advised that the RAS is very skeptical about 
individuals seeking membership in the organization at the present time, and 
that none will be accepted unless the person is well known to the present 
membership.

The 
September 15 meeting was devoted to a discussion relating to assembling a 
small library of books on MARX, ENGELS and STALIN and paper and stencils 
to be hidden in a home of a sympathizer so that if any member is arrested 
by the government they would be able to continue their work. The October 10 
meeting was devoted to a discussion of a leaflet which was to be issued to 
the Russian Colony of San Francisco regarding the Presidential elections and 
the reasons for voting for the Independent Progressive Party. 


The Communist Party USA has been cited by the Attorney General 
as coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835.

He believed that the Soviet interest in 
the subject may be more deep-seated than would appear on the surface. He 
recalled that the subject had.married his present wife LYDIA in Mukhden or 
Harbin, sagioenel in about 1922 and recalled an article appearing in a 
newspaper ning LYDIA ARNAUTOFF's father, whose name he believed to be 

CONSKY (ph). This article recounted that\BLONSKY had been some 
sort of Piflomatic or Consular official representing the White Russians in 
which capacity he was entrusted to certain monies belonging to the White 
Russians, BLONSKY reportedly turned these funds over to the Reds. Informant 
stated there was considerable feeling and resentment among the White Russians 
because of this act on the part of BLONSKY inasmuch as it was felt that these 
funds should have been used for the White Russians particularly since there 
were a number of refugees who were badly in need of funds. 


T-4 further commented on a possible connection between the subject 
and the Soviets and recounted the bombing of the train in which CHANG TSO-lin, 
who was traveling from Peking to Mukhden, was killed. T-4 placed this 
incident in 1927 or 1928 stating that it was generally rumored at the time 
that the train had been bombed by the Japanese. He stated that another theory 
regarding the bombing, that it had actually been done by the Soviets in a 
desire to create dissention and a rift between the Japanese and Chinese and 
stated that it was his recollection that within a very short time after the 
bombing the subject left Mukfiden and while he had no proof he was convinced 
in his own mind that there was some connection between the bombing of the 
train and the disappearance of the subject. T-4 advanced this as a theory 
accounting for the close association between the subject and Soviet Consular 

officials in the United States.

It will be noted that the great majority of the individuals 
interviewed are subjects of individual case files, many of whom have 
been reported as being or having been members of the Communist Partye 
Their refusal to cooperate with the Bureau might possibly be because 
of the fact that something occurred at the meet between the individual 
and Novikov of an espionage nature. The break in Soviet-Israeli 
diplomatic relations, the purge of the nine doctors in the Soviet 
Union, and the anti-Semitism reportedly sweeping the Soviet and satellite 
countries, may have a definite effect on some of the uncooperative 
individuals. Therefore, it is felt that perhaps an appearance, 
pursuant to a@ subpoena, before a Grand Jury might have the psychological 
effect of impelling them to talk, not only concerning their contact 
or contacts with Novikov but particularly concerning their own pro- 
Russian or Communist Party activity.

According to the "New 
fork Times" of September 21, 1948 (p.'5}, the Committee to Welcome the Dean of 
santerbury was formed in 1946 when the State Department refused to grant a visa
